yean, for three centuries, with pesalties, pro-
soriptions, disabilities, and every form of arbi-
trary distinction against the lrish, varied only
to meet the humorof the dominant party in
Parlisment. The prevailing idea throughout
has been, not that Ireloud must be raised up,
but that it must be kgpt awm, - Every new re-
bellion hag only deepened Jhat idea, and pro-
voked new severities and worse debasement,
until now the only earthly E;trpow served by
the ‘‘gem of the sea’ is to be a lurid warning
to the nations against misgovernment.

The primal eurse of Ireland was the spolia-
tion of its landed property. The right of pro- |
perty 18 of paramount importance in every
civll system. Ii is hardly too much to pay, as
many have gaid, that the great end of govern-
ment 18 to shield and secure that right. Cer-
tain it is that to the institution of property
mankind is indsbted for, not only the origin,
but the progress of civillzation, The people
cannot be numed who did not begin to’grow
weak and go backward from the day of the
first Blow npon their property rights.

Another most pernicious feature of the mis-
government of Ireland has besn the exclusion
of large classes from all high office, The
effeot of this has besn to impel all ambition
away from its legitimate course into fsction
and conspiraey, till the aspiring mind of Ire-
land, being deprived of every rightful vent,
was converted into an element of destruction,
a foroe of perpetnal agitation. Among every
people persons are gure to be born, fitted and
eager for more than an ordinary career. To
bar snch spirits from all honorable and useful
activity is the height of folly in any Govern-
ment,

The policy pursued towards SBootland after
it had been subjected te the British Crown was

ust the reverse of that inflicted upon Ireland. |
t songht not to humiliate, but to elevate and
as te. Sootchmen were admitted to
every benefit of the common law, to every
official trust, and to every privilege that was
open to EnF'unhmen. In the entire legislation
and administration the great principle of im-
my was religionsly observed. In short,
—instead of being treated as Ireland
was, like a subjugated province, and instead
0 held as a mere dependency—was
fairly incorporated on equal terms into the
United Kingdom. Under this just and gene- |
rous policy, the Scotch hatred of England |
gldnlliy melted away, and at last became
ansformed into a loyalty more devoted than
that of l.ni_ﬁg:rgan of the realm. Nor was
this all. & lesson more impressive
yet in the social results. With the rndest
climate and most sterile soil of tha kingdom,
with insignificant mineral resources, and few
natural facilities for commerce, Scotland has
uever ceased to flourish. No peopla on the
face of the earth have been more contented,
more attached to their native land, more
happy inall their relations of life, than the
Eoowi under British rule. On the other
hand, Ireland, blessed by nature with a
enial climate, with the richest soil, under-
id almost everywhere with marl or lime-
stone, and with inexhaustible supplies of the
most valuable fish swimming Put its shores,
with great mineral wealth, with the largest
and noblest river in the kingdom, offering un-
mited power to manufacturing industry,
his same [reland, nnder the British rule differ-
ently applied, bas beem the most mise-
rabls spot on the earth's surface. Upon Seot-
land, so poor naturally, Tlnntyhu benignantly
smiled. Upon rich Ireland, poverty has
brooded like a nightmare.

“The Impending Crigis,’" which, because of
its Southern origin and its lmsparinE rhetoric,
secured & very large sale, mainlyat the North,
eight to ten years age. The faots it embodied,
the gentiments it diffased, might have been
far more wisely und less offensively presented;
vet they contributed to call attention lo the
utter inocompatibility of slavery and liberty,
and so subserved a temporary purpose.

The examination of Luther B. Baker and
Colonel Conger at the Surratt trial leaves
the question, who mutilated Booth's diary]?
as unsettled as ever. Conger testifies that

“he thinks he took the diary from Booth’s |

person;'” that he examined it on the steamer
coming up to Washington; that *‘the leaves
in many parts were ocul ont; and from
appearances they appeared to have been
cut out at different times;’ that “the diary
isnow in the same condition it was then "
and that *“it was given to Mr. Stanton,

the Secretary of War.,” When sabsequently
asked by the counsel, Mr. Bradley, to
‘expmine the diary and state if some of the
leaves did not appear to have been cut oat
after others wers,’' Conger stultifiea himsalf
by responding that ‘“he cannot see any differ-
ence in the cutting."

On the other hand, Baker swears that it was
he, and not Conger, who took the diary from
the body of Booth; that he “had the diary in
his hand sbout a minute, and then handad it
to Colenel Conger.””

Now, it ia a notorious fact that neither
Baker nor young Garrett, in whose father's
barn Booth was shot, who went into the barn
with Baker, as he now testifiss, after the shot
was fired, and who was, therefore, present
during the overhauling of Booth’s effects—
were oalled upon to testify at the conspiracy
trial at all. It is also to be observed in the
testimony of Conger in the present trial, that
at the trial before he “‘was not interrogated as
to all the articles taken frpm Booth. I was
shown,”” he says, “‘certiln articles, and
asked if ] had taken them from Booth’s per-
son; I was not asked to nama all the articles
I took from Booth's person, and do not
examined about the
diary.” Neither was this witness asked
whether he made a copy of the diary on the
| steamer, which the Tribune’s Washington car-
respondent says it is declared did,
nor was the aocuracy of his statement
that the diary was the same as when he got it
Fut to any test beyond his simple recollection
of its *‘a ance.”” If Baker, instead of
Conger, took the diary from Booth's pooket,
how is Conger to know that nothing happened
to it before he got it 7 If Conger did not make
a copy of it, or explicit memoranda of its con-
dition while it was in his hands—neither of
which were shown to the Court—how can he
or any one else be certain that nothing hap-
pened to it from the time he handed it to
the Beoretary of War and the time when he
saw it afterwards before the Judiciary Com-
mittee ! Finally, what is8 really known be-
tween these three men, Baker, Conger, and
Stanton, which no other person, except 11&91'—
g:aps young Garrett, who may suspect, does
